Day of - February; they were, by Commiſſion, ad- 
journed to the 16th, and from chence, by another 
Commiſſion, to the iꝗ9th of the ſame; Month.

a'Meeting in.a Garden. Here the Conde m 
fied exceedingly the Prince his Journey; am ied 
the Obli his Highneſs had put upon that 
King his Kingdoms; faid, that now without 
all peradventure it muſt be a Match, and we muſt 
part and divide the whole World between us. This 
Complement was very apt (quoth the Duke,) and 
proper to proceed from them, who had long ſithence 
in their Imagination ſwallowed up the World as 
their own; but not to be ſo eaſily believed by us, 
as being — Offer to part thus ſuddenly with 
the one Half at a Blow; however, the Ambaſſa- 
dors took an Occaſion hereupon to move his Grace,

very well, but deſired to underſtand the Means. 
Why? the Means (quoth the Conde) is very eaſy: 
It is but the Converſion of the Prince, which we 
cannot conceive but his Highneſs intends upon his 
Reſolution of this Journey. His Grace anſwered 
forthwith, That with Freedom they came thither, 
and with Freedom they would return again: They 
were no Jugglers, neither came they to Spain to 
make new Bargains; the Prince was ſettled in his 
Religion, his Conſcience was troubled with no 
Scruple in that Kind; if they ſtruck any more on 
that String, they would marr the Harmony: Then 
faid the Conde, There is no Way, but to ſend to 
Rome to haſten the Diſpenſation: To the which

| © Whereupon the Conde wrote his Letter to 
the Cardinal Lodpwieo,' the Pope's Nephew, which 
being ſhewed to the Duke, ſeemed to him to be very 
heavy and ineffectual: His Grace deſiring therefore 
to quicken it with ſuch a Poſtſcript, That now the 
Prince being arrived muſt not be ſent back with- 
out his Wife; that Delay to a Suitor is a Kind 
of Refuſal ; that 'clogging Inſtructions would 
amount to a Denial, and new Conditions to an ab- 
ſolute Breach; the Conde fell into Choler, and 
ſaid directly, It could not be done. [ This the Prince 
affirmed to be afted in his Preſence.) Of this Car- 
riage of the Conde, Sir Malter Aſton made a doubt- 
ful, the Earl of Briſtol a more benign Conftruc- 
tion; but the Duke a downright Concluſion that

Here the Prince 

was pleaſed to acquaint us with the Reaſon they. 

alledged for dealing ſo meafuredly and ſparingly 

with his Highneſs; they were not Aſtrologers to 

foreſee the Event of this Marriage; they were un- 

certain whether it ſhould take Effect or no, and 

therefore they reſolved to admit him as a Prince 

only, but not as a Suitor.

| © About this Time, the Conde invited the Prince 
to treat of the Terms of Friendſhip ; which his 
Highneſs put off upon this Reaſon : Becauſe the

Match; whereas, were it once fairly concluded, there

Six Weeks after the Prince his Arrival, arrived 
the Diſpenſation; which, contrary to former 
Profeſſions, was four or five Days con from 
his Highneſs : At the laſt, the Duke having Intel- 
ligence thereof did call for it, and fo a Committee 
is appointed to treat thereof, and the Prince at- 
tended the Buſineſs in Perſon; but, upon the firſt 
Opening of Particulars, the Conde was put to 
School, and ſhewed himſelf to underſtand never a 
Word either of the Match or of the Reftitution 
of the Palatinate: The Articles being propounded 
to the Prince his Conſideration, his Highneſs mof 
judiciouſly refuſed to treat, unleſs he might have 
Aſſurance they fhould be all cleared and accommo- 
dated upon the Place, without ſending to Rome to 
new-mould them; becauſe his Highneſs underſtood 
from Rome, by Mr. Gage 2 that the 
Diſpenſation was returned much in Matter 
and Manner; and, eſpecially, with that annexed 
new Condition, That the King of Spain, befare 
the receiving of the Diſpenſation, was to-take an 
Oath to fee all the Articles, whereupon the Farul. 
ty was iſſued, really performed ; or elſe ta make 
War, in caſe of any Failure, upon the King of 
England: A very odd Conjunction with Matters 
of Alliance, as the Prince well obſerved. His 
Highneſs put the Queſtion. to the Committee, 
Whether their King could, and whether he would 
take this new-found Oath ? They anſwered, That 
the acting thereof muſt wholly depend and relate 


to the Prince his facilitating, here in England, ſome 


Kind of Connivance in Matters of Religion: Here-

— Prepoſitions concerning the Reſtitution of As. 
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* 1 1. upon the Prince ſignified to them his Reſolution, 
that he neither could nor would alter any Thing 
in the firſt Articles ſent from England, on which 
the Treaty began.

1621, nothing was done. In October 1621, the th 
Earl of Middleſex became Lord-Treaſurer, and 
having continued in that Place two Years and fix 
Months, in all that Time none of the three Eſta- 
bliſhments, v:z. that of 6® Jacobi by the dormant 
Privy-Scal; that of 1617 by the Lords; nor that 
of the Commiſſioners of the Navy in 1620, have 
been obſerved ; whereas, if that of the Commiſ- 
ſioners of the Navy (being the leaſt chargeable to 
his Majeſty, and in which the Lord- Treaſurer 
himſelf was principal Agent,) had been obſerved, 
\ it is conceived that the Stores had been in much 
better Caſe, and a Courſe had therein been ſettled to 
have retrenched a needleſs Charge of near 10,0001, 
per Annum, as aforeſaid. | 
© And whereas, in April 1621, a Contract was 
made with Mr. Evelyn, to ſerve his Majeſty yearly

appears that 28 Fuly 1621, which was about two 
Months before the Earl of Middleſex became Trea- 
ſurer, he made an Agreement with the Officers of 
the Ordnance for buying their Extent and Intereſt 
in the Lands of Sir Roger Dallifon and Sir Thomas 
Mounſon, which they had by Aſſignment from his 
Majeſty, for a Debt of 13,062 /. and thereby his 
Lordſhip did agree, ſo ſoon as conveniently he 
might, to do his beſt Endeavour to procure from 
his Majeſty a certain Aſſignment and Order for 
the Payment of the Sum of 8000 /. to the Uſe of 
the Servants and Creditors of the Office of Ord- 
nance, before the laſt Day of November next, for 
and towards the Payment and Clearing of all ſuch 
Sums of Money, as, by the Pay-Books of the ſaid 
Office, ſhould appear to be due unto them, over 
and above the ſaid Sum of 13,062/.

pointment; and thereupon the Buſineſs of both 
Farms 
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Farms had a Diſpatch by the Lord Treaſurer's An. 22 James I 
Means.” 1624. 

But to palliate and diſguiſe theſe two corrupt 
Gifts, the Lord Treaſurer then pretended to have 
four Parts of the Great Farm divided into 32 Parts; 
and, in his Anſwer touching theſe Corruptions, 
juſtineth the taking of 1000 J. by way of Bargain 
for thoſe four Parts from the Farmers of the Great 
Cuſtoms: This Anſwer being diſproved, and it be- 
ing made plain that he had no Part in that Farm, it 
muſt needs follow that the Money was taken cor- 
ruptly, for the Diſpatch of the Farmers Buſineſs ; 
and, for Manifeſtation hereof, it ſtands proved. 

That, upon the won of the Bargain for the 
Great Farm, the Lord Treaſurer propounded to 
the Farmers to have ſome Parts in the Farm, not 
for his own Benefit, but to diſpoſe of amongſt his 
Friends; but this was rather a Propoſition than any 
ſettled Refolution or Concluſion: For the Farmers 
doubting, leſt, by this Pretence, ſome Partners 
might be put on them with whom they were un- 
willing to join, deſired the Lord Treaſurer, that 
they might make Choice of their own Partners, 
and, if their Farms proſpered, they would be thank- 
ful unto his Lordſhip.* 

© This Thankfulneſs was afterwards performed 
on their Part, for they raiſed his uſual New-Year's 
Gift from 1000 Marks to 10007. And, upon this 
Requeſt of the Merchants, the Lord Treaſurer wa- 
ved his Propofition of having the Diſpoſal of any 
Parts in the Farm; which appeareth not only by 
the plain and expreſs Teſtimony of many Witneſſes, 
but by theſe Proofs following, viz. 

1. * The Leaſe of the Great Farm bears Date, 
fan. 1. Anno 19 Fac. between which Time and 
April 29. Anno 20 Fac. the Farmers divided the 
whole Farm into 32 Parts, allowing to each Man 
his Part, and reduced the ſame into Writing, ex- 
prefling therein the Sum of the Security which every 
Man was to give, without mentioning therein any 
Parts reſerved to the Lord Treaſurer, or his Friends; 
and this Writing, being tendered to the Lord Trea- 

ſurer, 
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ſarer, April 29, 1622, was by him allowed, and 
Warrant ſigned by him to the King's Remembran-. 
cer to take Security accordingly.” 

2. When the Partners, to whom five of theſe 
Parts were allotted, fell off, and would not give 
Security, the Patentees reſolving to take thoſe Parts 
to themſelves, tendered their own Security to the 
Lord Treaſurer, and he agreed to accept it; and, 
though he protracted it long, yet he did not, in 
that long Time of Delay, challenge any Parts un- 


til about June, 1623. 


3. © The Farmers reſting ſecure about that Pro- 
poſition, did, after the 29th of April, 1622, divide 
the whole Farm by Indentures, allotting to each 
Man his due Part, without reſerving any for the 
Lord Treaſurer.” 8 | 

4. At Chriſimas, 1622, the firſt Year of the 
Farm ended; and this Year's Profit was, by Ac- 
count, in April 1623, divided among the Partners, 
reſerving no Share to the Lord Treaſurer.” 

5. But the Truth is, That all this Time the 
Lord Treaſurer reſted quiet, and neither did nor 
would challenge any Parts; the Farm being of 
that ſmall Expectation of Benefit, as five Partners 
— over their Parts, rather than they would give 

ecurity ; but, about June 1623, the Farm being 
grown more hopeful by the Return of ſome EAI. 
India Ships, the Lord Treaſurer having in his 
Hands the Buſineſs of both Farms, which he had 
to long delayed, meaning to make this a Veil and 
Cover for taking thoſe corrupt Gifts, then pre- 
tended to have four 32 Parts, which he had waved 
ſo long before.? | 
6. The Lord Treaſurer appointing Catchmay, 
his Servant, to receive the 1000/7. of Jacob, which 
was regeived the 27th of June, 1623, forbad him 
to give any Acquittance for the Money, but to leave 
that to himſelf and Jacab; which, had it been paid 
upon a plain Bargain, he never would have done. 

7. © T his Money was entered into the Accounts 
and Books of the ſaid Farms; for, in the Jour- 
nal Books of the Petty Farms, Fuly 31, — 

there 
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there is 500 J. entered to be paid and preſented to An. 22 JamesL, 


the Lord Treaſurer, by the Hands of Mr. Jacob, for 
a Gratification of his Favour in accommodating 
an Allowance of 1000 l. per Annum to be abated 
of their Rent for the Time to come; and the 
like Entry was made in the Ledger of the ſame 
Farm. And, December 20, 1623, upon the ge- 
neral Account of that Farm, this 500 J. is put to 
Account, as a Gratuity given to the Lord Treaſur- 
er, and is borne rateably by all the Partners of the 
Farm, of which Account many Copies were given 
out to the Partners; and, for the other 500 J. 
there is extant a Warrant, dated Fuly 29, 1623, 
ſubſcribed by Sir John Wolſtenholme and Henry Gar- 
raway, two of the Farmers of the Great Farm, 
directed to Williams, the Caſhier of that Farm, to 
pay to Mr. Jacob 500 J. given by him, by Order 
of the Farmers, to the Lord Treaſurer, for a Gra- 
tuity, and to put it to the Account of the Farm; 
which was done acccordingly : And theſe Accounts 
ſtood in this Manner till February laſt, after the 
Parliament was ſummoned; and then the Lord 
Treaſurer cauſed Jacob to procure the 500 l. that 
was ſet upon the Petty Farms, to be altered from 
thence, and to be charged upon the Farmers of the 
Great Farm; and Satisfaction to be given to the 
Partners of the Petty Farms of their proportionable 
Parts they were charged with for that 5500 J. upon 
the aforeſaid Account of the 2@th of December ; 
and as many as could of the diſperſed Copies of 
that Account to be gotten in. He alſo procures 
Jacob to write a Letter to his Lordſhip, and to an- 
tedate the ſame in June before; by which Jacob 
did intimate, that the 1000 /. was given his Lord- 
ſhip for four 32 Parts of the Great Farm; and 
himſelf made an Acquittance to Jacob with the 
like Antedate, acknowledging that 1000/7. to be re- 
ceived for thoſe four Parts ; which indirect Courſes 
of changing the Accounts, and antedating the ſaid 
Acquittance and Letter, manifeſteth that the for- 
mer Proceedings were not ſincere, but were to be

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* Touching the ſaid Corruption, ſhadowed un- 
der pretext of a New-Year's Gift, it ſtands proyeg, 
That, at Chriſimas laſt, 1623, the Farmers of the 
Petty Cuſtoms preſented the Lord Treaſurer with 
a Tun of Wine, intending te have added to it 2 
Pipe of Canary Wine, or the þeſt Sack; but the 
Lord Treaſurer miſliking the Smalneſs of their 
Preſent, urged them to a further Gratuity in Mo- 
ney, and thereby obtained from them, beſides the 
Wine, 100 J. in Money.” 


© The Charge being thus opened by Mr. Attor- 
ney, the Clerk read the Proofs, v:z. 


The Ecaminiation of BERNARD HyDE, taken the 
19th of April, 1624. 


The ſaid Examinant faith, © That after the new

a Pardon unto Alexander Baker, a Feſuit, and ten 
other Papi/ts 5 which, as they are informed, was 
upon the Importunity of ſome foreign Embaſſa- 
dor; and that it vaſled by immediate Warrant, and 
was: recommended by the principal Secretary of 
State, without paying the ordinary Fees. 

: Alſo, That divers Copes, Altars, Chalices, c.

they thereupon tendered her the Oath of Allegiance; 
which, ſhe refuſing, they committed her to the 
Conftable, from whom ſhe made her Eſcape, and 
complained to the King.

Offence by them, but was not anſwered tilt within 
thefe few Da ag 

His Lordſhip proteſted his Sincerity to the true 
Religion, here eſtabliſhed ; whereof he had former- 
ly given good Teſtimony, and in which he would 
perſevere, And what he did, in theſe Matters, 
was only to take away all Scandal from the King, 
though it lighted upon himſelf; and that he did 
nothing but what he was firſt, expreſly, command- 
ed to do by the King,” 

The Lord Keeper affirmed, * That he received 
the faid Pardon, long before the Date thereof; and 
if he had made a Recipe upon the Warrant, as is 
uſual in other Caſes, it had borne Date with that tho' 
ſealed afterwards. But, that his Lordſhip deferred 
the Sealing thereof, in Hopes that the Embaſſadors 
would have been gone firſt, as they were often for 
Fine. But, oy ſtaying, and daily urging the 

ing for the Pardon, he, being again command- 
ed, ſealed it at the next general Seal; and ſo it

The Conſideration of the diſaſterous State 
of the King's Royal Siſter; and of Religion in great 
Danger abroad, which ſuffered alſo at home. — 
ſideration of their Confederates; who would fall 
aſunder, if their King did not hold them together. 
The Danger of King, Lords, and Commons, by 
the Sickneſs, by a longer Continuance,” Sir Roger 
North ſaid, * That he was once againſt giving any 
thing at this Time ; but had now altered his Opi- 
nion, by his Majeſty's moſt gracious Anſwer about 
Religion; alſo becauie it was his firſt Requeſt : Be- 
ſides the Conſequence: of an ill parting, this Parlia-- 
ment, would be a Thing very acceptable to the 
Papifts, Moved for two, Fifteenths to be added to 
the two Subſidies.”

That in the firſt Parliament of the late King, 
two Subſedies were granted, and four Fifteenths 
within a Month after, one Sub/idy more was given 
in the ſame Seſſion. If all our-greateſt Enemies 
were here, they would refuſe to giye; to give now, 
becauſe they could not, at another Time, give to- 

wards this Supply. To leave now their Fears, Jea- 
louſies, and Diſguſts at home, and to rely upon the 
King's Promiſe for their next Meeting to reform 
ſuch Things, Thoſe Diſorders complained of, did 
not happen in this King's Time; that he, both in 
his. Father's and his own Time, had aſſured _—_

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of his Defire and Reſolution to reform thoſe Things, 
Moved for a ſhort Queftion, Whether we will

The Arguments, per contra, were theſe; Sir 
Robert Philips ſaid, That the Point now before 
them, by che King's laſt Meffage, might be reduced 
ſhort to this; either to give preſently, or elſe that, 
in reſpect of Danger to us, he will adjourn us to 
ſome other Time.

- Tupplied'by fon ES In OY 
dangerous a Precedent. That a Committee might

Sir Nuncis 
Seymour ſaid, It was ſtrange that the Commons 
of England ſhould”be called thither only for a Sup- 
ply of. 40,0007. and it ſhewed the Kirig's Neceffi- 
ties were great. What was become of all the Mo- 
ney raiſed voy Act of Reſumption of the Crown 
Lands? That 140, ooo 1. had been alſo raiſed by 
Places of Honour; Places of Juſtice were ſold, and 
Serjeants Places; which muſt come to a greater 
Sum.“ Others argued for giving, fo that it might 
be in a Parliamentary Manner. But Sir Thom 
FF2ntwerth ſaid, That he feared the preſſing this

That 
f the Neceſſity for Money was now ſo great, this 
was the Time to preſs for Redreſs of Grievances, 
That Turtiſb Pirates take our Ships and Men, and 
endahger our Sea-Coaſts; which were forced to 
arm to defend themſelves.“ The laſt Speaker, n 
this Side, we ſhall mention, was old Sir Edward 
Cote; who began again with his Leaks, and ſaid,

It is plain that the Antipathy the Commons had 
then taken againſt the Prime Miniſter, was the 
Occaſion of their Slackneſs in granting Supplies, 
tho' Things were not yet come to that Mature- 
neſs as to exhibit Articles againſt him.

In order to underſtand the Meaning of this Meſ. 
ſage better, it is neceſſary to look into the Hiſtories 
of theſe Times for a further Explanation. It is 
ſaid, That, to diſqualify ſome Gentlemen, who had 
been zealous in their Oppoſition to the Court in the 
laſt Parliament, from ſerving in this, the King had 
pricked them as Sheriffs of Counties for the Year 
enſuing. Amongſt the reſt, old Sir Edward Cole, 
who had fo vigorouſly diſtinguiſhed himſelf againſt 
the Miniſter and his Meaſures, was nominated as 
aboye. This great Lawyer demurred to the Oath 
of a Sheriff, and inſiſted that one Part of it, which 
was to deſtroy and eradicate all Hereſies, commonly 
called Lollardics, was not ts be taten.

After the Report of this Conference. was made 
to the Commons, it was moved to conſider what An- 
ſuer was ht to be given to the Lords, and then to go 
en with the Buſineſs before them.

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o on, as before, and give no Anſwer at all to them, An. 2 Charles J. 
On this, the Queſtion being put, Whether to an- 3% 
ſwer or not? the Houſe divided, and it was car- 
ried in the Affirmative 226 againſt 166; and a 
Committee was appointed to conſider of, and draw 
up an Anſwer to that Purpoſe. But we cannot 
find, by either Journalt, that ever any Anſwer was 
returned to the Lords about this Buſineſs ; the 
Commons ſeeming more intent on redreſſing Grie- 
vances at home, than troubling themſelves about 
Affairs abroad. 1 5 

The Lords, notwithſtanding, went on with their 
Committee for the Defence of the Realm, Sc. and, 
on the 24th of March, the Lord Treaſurer re- 
ported to the Hauſe, That the ſaid Committee had 
made ſeveral Agreements with Merchants for im- 
porting and making of Salt-Petre and Gunpowder ; 
alſo, with the Armourers and Gun-Makers, in and 
about London, for providing a ſufficient Quantit 
of thoſe warlike Stores.—But their Care in th 
Things was ſoon interrupted by Affairs of a diffe- 
rent Nature, which took up all the Attention of 
the Houſe of Lords.
